With a provincial university already established 
in Alberta and Calgary talking about launching, a 
second, the subject of higher education hag very 
decided interest tous, The other day. President. Mal- 
coner of the University of ‘Toronto delivered a very 
striking address, in the course of which ue had the 
following to sity: 

“You speak of the service of the university in 
public life, What is its real me ning You do not 
want your university professors going about telling 
you how the country should be run, ‘There would 
be no end of ‘criticism of such a course, ‘Ihe ser- 
vice of the university will, I believe, be found 
the contribution that it cai Make to public life in the 
direction of its strongest faculty. 1 believe that 
this University has contributed to the public life, 
not only of this Province but of the Dominion by 
the kind of men it has sent out in the last thirty or 
forty years, the men with B.A, degrees, Go out 
to the Western Provinces and ask what university 
has contributed the most to public life there, and 
1 have not the remotest doubt the University of ‘lo- 
ronton will. stand supreme.” 

No one, will dispute with President Faleoner 
that there are graduates of his institution who have 
accomplished something in the public life of the 
country to which he can point with pride, ‘This 
was the case to a much greater extent with the ear- 
lier than with the later graduates. But in view of 
the advantages which it is claimed a man with a 
university education has in making a career for 
himself, the graduates have not taken the place in 
our politics that they should have, ‘The contrast 
with the historic seats of learning of the old land is 
very marked in this respect. Go through the list of 
members of the Dominion Parliament or of any of 
he Provincial Legislatures and you will find the pro- 
portion of university men exceedingly small, In Al- 
berta’s last Legislature there were but three men 
with an Arts degree, Saskatchewan has four, British 
Columbia four and Manitoba two, ‘That does not 
show a very strong influence on Western life, surely. 
In the Dominion Parliament the proportion is not 
mich higher. Quebee and the Maritime Provinces 
where they appear to be more on the lookout for 
such man, bring it up to a certain extent. 

But it is not so much on account ofthe lack of 
numbers that we fail to agree with President Ial- 
coner. ‘he trouble is that those who do get into 
public life apparently do little to advance the ide; ils 
which a university sets before its student.

Of course, it.is 
not for a peer to interfere in any el- 
ection of the commons house of par- 
liament. Lord Peckover, however, 
has ventured to express an opinion 
looking back on the election, and so 1 
may take courage to do something of 
the same kind, and I may say this: 
that, never having stood for an elec-|: 
tion for the house of commons my- 
self—only for a municipal. election— 
1 am not familiar with the strategy 
of electionecring, but I confess I was 
surprised to find that it is recognized 
as a justifiable part of the strategy 
of elections to work the opinions ofa 
father against the opinions of a son. 
(Cheers.) In the old Liberal party 
which I once had the honor of leading 
(cheers) and which to my knowledge 
I have never quitted, although I some- 
times think it has quitted me, we fos- 
tered and sanctioned ‘all forms of Lib- 
eral opinion; there wwas.no prescrip- 
tion; people were allowed to utter 
their thoughts even ifthey. might run 
counter to the general current of polt- 
tical opinion. But I admit there is a 
stricter discipline now (laughter) and
